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Carleton Students win partial victory

When a group of angry stu- 
dents took over the president's office 
at Carleton University to protest in- 
creased tuition fees, the end result 
seemed all too predictable. 

After all, the previous two 
weeks saw angry student groups at 



three other Ontario universities take 
over their presidents' offices and all 
three groups gave up their occupa- 
tions with no discemable gains. 

But Carleton was different. 
Instead of denouncing the protestors 
- as the three other university presi- 
dents had done - Carleton president 
Richard Van Loon agreed with them 
and denounced the government. 

In an open letter to Ontario' s 
education minister John Snoblen, Van 
Loon wrote: "We must keep tuition

fees at a level that will ensure both 
quality and accessibility of educa- 
tion. However, the recent cuts to 
postsecondary education funding 
have severely threatened all Ontario 
Universities* ability to fulfil this man- 
date." 

The letter then asked the 
government to increase 
postsecondary education spending to 
the average level of all 10 Canadian 
provinces. Currently, Ontario spends 
less per capita on its universities and 
colleges than any other province. 

Van Loon's letter, along 
with concessions on a series of other 
student demands was enough to end 
the occupation. But the students were 
not completely victorious as the uni- 
versity will still raise tuition fees by 
10 per cent next year. 

It was a Feb. 5 government 
announcement allowing universities 
to increase tuition fees by up to 10 
per cent that sparked the protests and 
had angry students hauling their 
sleeping bags to administration build- 
ings across the province. 

Students at the University 
of Toronto began the trend when 
they took over the office of Robert 
PrichardonFeb. lO.Unlikehiscoun- 



terpart at Carleton, Prichard didn't 
negotiate with students. Instead he 
sent out a press release calling for 
deregulation of tuition fees so he could 
increase fees by more than 10 per 
cent. 

While the U of T protestors 
gave up after 97 hours, groups at 
York University and the University 
of Guelph took up the cause and took 
over their presidents' offices. But, 
like the students at U of T, they fi- 
nally gave up their occupations amidst 
threats from university administra- 
tors. 

While Van Loon didn't 
agree with the student protestors on 
the need for the tuition increase, he 
says he shares their concerns on the 
direction Ontario's government is 
taking universities. 

**We both strongly believe 
the government is close to destroying 
postsecondary education in this prov- 
ince," he said. 

*T would feel the same way 
as [students] do in their situation, but 
I have no choice but to recommend 
the [10 per cent] increase." 

While his willingness to talk 
to students might win him friends on 
campus, Van Loon could find him- 



self a very unpopular man the next 
time Ontario's university presidents 
gather together. The assorted presi- 
dents have been among the loudest 
voices demanding universities be al- 
lowed to increase tuition fees to make 
up for cutbacks in government fund- 
ing. 

That's why students have 
been occupying their president's of- 
fice instead of the provincial legisla- 
ture, says Brad Lavigne of the Cana- 
dian Federation of Students. He adds 
it is important to remind students of 
the link between cuts to the federal 
and provincial budgets and the tui- 
tion increases, especially with a fed- 
eral election only a few months away. 

"Theses protests will help 
inject a level of militancy during the 
federal election," he said adding that 
students will be demanding more 
money for universities, solutions to 
the growing student debt problem 
and a job creation plan during the 
election campaign. 

Meanwhile the protests on 
campus aren't over. Lavigne says a 
few more campuses are considering 
occupations, and their is talk of a 
province wide protest in March. 



University teaches students to haci^ 
computer system

For University of Ottawa 
computer science students cheating 
on exams could be as easy as paying 
attention in class. 

Computer science profes- 
sor George White teaches a course 
that shows students how to obtain 
information from their local compu- 
ter networks. The course focuses on 
how to interpret codes that reveal 
information such as the origin, desti> 
nation and route of E-mail messages. 

But in the meantime stu- 
dents are also learning to use the 
same devices to track down informa- 
tion passing on the university system 
including exams and marks. 

Wajdi Feghali, a fourth year 
math and computer science student, 
is concerned about the possibility of 
students viewing course marks as 
they are transferred between admin- 
istrators and professors. 

''A student could acquire a 
piece of equipment and sniff the net- 
work, and by (using sniffers) they are 
looking at the data being transferred. 
So not only could you see the marks 
of all the students, there may be other 
sensitive information being sent by 
professors, secretaries and faculty 
members," said Feghali. 

A sniffers is a computer 
device or programs that allows a user 
to view all the information passing 
on a computer network. A computer 
on a network will only accept infor- 
mation destined for its address, but 
sniffers pull in all the information 
passing by on that network. 

Pierre Paquette, Director of 
Engineering at TimeStep Corpora- 
tion, which manufactures products 
for network security, says that sniff- 



ing is very easy without proper secu- 
rity. 

"A student studying (com- 
puter networks) would be able to 
write a sniffer within a day or two, 
and even within five days be able to 
make it so specific that it will only 
pull out information destined to a 
specific server - it's that easy." 

Students in White ' s class have access 
to sniffers and could use them to view 
E-mail messages sent by other users 
on their network. But White said 
"there are easier ways of compromis- 
ing security than that." 

"If you really wanted some- 
one's assignment and you know it's 
in the computer system somewhere, 
you get onto the disk, and there are a 
number of ways of doing that and 
(then) you get it right off the disk," 
White explains. 

Since White knows how 
easy it is to access someone else's 
files , he takes special measures to 
protect information at exam time. "I 
teach computer science students and 
I know they can get in." 

But Peter Hickey, assistant 



director of communication services 
at the U of O, is confident that the 
campus computer networks are safe 
from sniffing devices, "I'd really be 
surprised if a student in a lab can sniff 
at (information being sent by) a pro- 
fessor or secretary." 

But White said it's not only 
possible, it's done at the U of O. 

"If you have the resources 
and the stamina, you can get in. The 
thing that protects us here at the uni- 
versity is that there isn't anything 
anyone wants to know, just some 
kids out for mischief." 

Hickey contends that there 
are mechanisms in place at the U of O 
to prevent sniffing but did not want to 
describe them for security reasons. 
He said "if somebody wants to get 
marks changed, they 'd be much more 
successful to bribe someone to do it 
than they would be to go across the 
network." 

According to Racine, there 
are ways to prevent sniffing, but the 
cost of acquiring and dminisU-ating 
such a system is too expensive for 
universities to afford.

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Campus user fees on the rise 
across Canada

Confronted by government 
imposed tuition caps and student 
backlash every time they increase 
tuition fees, university administra- 
tors across Canada are quietly impos- 
ing user-fees to cover everything from 
computer upgrades, to increased sew- 
age costs. 

It is easier to charge stu- 
dents new ancillary fees than to con- 
front the stigma attached to raising 
tuition, says Brad Lavigne, national 
chair of the Canadian Federation of 
Students. 

Administrations recognize 
there is a limit to how large a rise in 
tuition fees students will tolerate he 
says. "So they bring in ancillary fees 
to be hidden outside of tuition fees." 

Earlier this school year, the 
University of British Columbia con- 
sidered slapping a $35 levy on stu- 
dents to offset the rising costs of 
pumping UBC's sewage from its 
property. 

The fee may have gone 
through but for the intervention of 
B.C. deputy education minister Garry 
Wouters who insisted ancillary fees 
be limited to core academic activi- 
ties, and a sewage fee did not qualify. 

Although B.C. is currently 
under a tuition fee freeze, UBC's 
tally of possible levies could pump 



the cost of going to the university up 
about 1 1 per cent over this year if all 
the fees make it through. 

UBC, Carleton and vari- 
ous other universities are facing pos- 
sible * technology' enhancement 
fees. Administrators argue the fees 
are needed because students are de- 
manding access to the world wide 
web. E-mail and word-processing 
services, all of which are expensive 
to set up and maintain. 

Carleton students may face 
a fee as large as $70 to upgrade the 
school's telecommunications infra- 
structure. David Holmes, assistant 
vice-president of Carleton 's infor- 
mation resources, says he has ap- 
proached Carleton 's student coun- 
cil for money to upgrade the current 
system before it becomes obsolete. 

"Funding comes from two 
places " the students and the gov- 
ernment," he said. "If the govern- 
ment stops, students have to make 
up the difference." 

Lavigne disagrees. 
"There ' s nothing wrong with spend- 
ing revenue on upgrading an institu- 
tion 's 

technological infrastructure, but 
when it comes on the backs of stu- 
dents, that's a problem." 

Carleton students may put 
the fee to a vote, but Lavigne calls 
the question *bogus.' 

Students are left with only 
two options in the vote, pay more 
money or lose out on services. "That 
question puts a lot of people in a 



very precarious situation, because 
they feel if they vole against it, they 
are going to lose out on something." 

According to Chris Carter, 
president of McGill University's 
student council, the university is 
expecting $12-18 million cut from 
its operating budget by the provin- 
cial government. But while tuition 
is still frozen for Quebec residents, 
McGill has reorganized its ancillary 
fees to raise the total amount of 
extra fees by about $200 for all 
undergraduates. 

Like Lavigne, Carter says 
students shouldn't foot the bill for 
the university's revenue problems. 

"Because of government 
cuts, not just in Quebec, but across 
the board, services are suffering, so 
students are taking the initiative in 
several cases to raise funds," he 
said. "I really think it should be the 
priority of the government to fund 
postsecondary education so we don ' t 
need all these sidefees." 

Lavigne says the way for 
students to fight back against ancil- 
lary fee increases is to lobby their 
student unions to oppose any and all 
fee increases. 

"If (students vote) against 
these increases then they send a mes- 
sage to the government that even if 
you're going to build a another new 
wing of a building or put in new 
equipment, we are drawing a line in 
the sand and saying, *no more 
user-fee increases. IT

Ontario students face 
tuition fee hikes

Student leaders in Ontario are upset by a government decision to allow 
universities and colleges to hike tuition fees by 10 per cent next fall, but 
university administrators don't think the fee increase is high enough. 

Education Minister John Snobelen announced on Feb. 5 that 
postsecondary schools can increase tuition by up to 20 per cent for any one 
program, but the average tuition fee increase for each institution can't exceed 
1 per cent. 

The fee hike, which represents a total tuition fee increase of 30 percent 
since the Tories took power a year and a half ago, was denounced by student 
leaders across the province. 

"Students have reached their limit in the amount they are able to pay, 
and the amount they are willing to borrow," said Vicky Smallman, of the 
Canadian Federation of Students. 

Tuition fees at most Ontario schools are about $3,000 a year for 
undergraduates. Those studying out-of-town pay an additional average of 
$9,000 for living expenses, she said. 

Smallman says governments and universities have to start finding 
alternatives to tuition hikes if they want to keep postsecondary education 
accessible. 

In contrast, university administrators say the fee increase isn't high 
enough. The government cut $280 million from the operating budgets of 
universities and colleges last year, and Ontario schools are currently the lowest 
funded in the country. 

"The quality (of post-secondary education) is decreasing, this (an- 
nouncement) only ensures that that will continue," said University of Waterloo 
President Jim Downey. 

Downey is disappointed the government won't allow universities to 
set tuition fees as high as they want without any regulation - an idea 
recommended by a government advisory panel on postsecondary education. 

He says, to protect the quality of education, most universities will be 
forced to implement the 10 per cent tuition fee increase. 

The government may hike tuition fees again, but Elizabeth Spielbergs, 
a spokesperson for the ministry, says further increases will have to wait until 
the federal government reforms student aid. The ministry is pushing the federal 
government to adopt a loan repayment plan based on graduates' incomes. 

Snobelen 's announcement was coupled with a commitment to in- 
crease student aid funding. Thirty per cent of any tuition fee increase must be 
set aside for student aid and the government will add $150 to the province's 
student assistance program, a 37 per cent increase from 1996-97 levels. 

The amount of students' total loans the government will forgive will 
increase from $6,000 to $7,000. 

But the commitment to increase student aid only angers student 
leaders who see it as a ploy to place the burden of education cuts on the backs 
of students. 

"The way it's released is to make it look like a good thing, but it 
doesn't translate into anything but higher debt and higher tuition," said Kelly 
Foley, of the Canadian Alliance of Student Associations. 

Foley says the tuition fee hike will force students further into debt and 
hurt accessibility to education. 

"Students get a double punch. They have to find more money to pay 
tuition and (as a result) they'll have more debt," she said. 

Snobelen also announced the introduction of a $ 1 5-20 million Ontario 
Merit Scholarship program, which will pay the tuition of the top two per cent 
of students at Ontario's colleges and universities.

Letter To The Editor 



This is a further response to 
the showing of the "Hearts of 
Hate: The Battle for Young Minds" 
that was shown in conjunction with 
the campaign for zero tolerance of 
ignorance at Laurentian University. 
I was the lesbian who expressed an- 
ger over the context of how the film 
was being shown and what was the 
committee going to do for the stu- 
dents who are affected everyday by 
what that movie portrayed. I asked, 
"How was the committee going to 
protect the students from any back- 
lash or abuse that they will have to 
endure following that movie and this 
campaign. 

As I pointed out after die film, 
in the context of "Jean's Day" that 
was held two years ago (by the Stu- 
dents Peer group) to show support for 
and of lesbian and gay rights, this 
backlash is doomed to repeat itself. 
The lesbian and gay community was 
only consulted a few weeks before 
the actual day. Any suggestions that 
they proposed was never acknowl- 
edged. There was no introduction to 
the day, as in seminars or guest speak- 
ers, and no follow up. students were 
asked to wear jeans to show support 
for their fellow gay and lesbian stu- 
dents, but no one took the time to 
explain why. So for many reasons 
the students revolted, and the back- 
lash fell on to the gay and lesbian 
students. . 

I appreciated your attempt to 
explain the reasons for showing that 
particular film, you said you wanted 
students to get angry. Well, who got 
angry? I believe only the students 
who were directly afftected by the 
content of that movie were angry. I 
was burning with anger and my iden- 
tity as a lesbian was not even ac- 
knowledged in the film, I can only 
wonder how the other people who 
were mentioned and who were sitting 
in the room must have felt. However, 
I wish to remind you that since you 
offered to answer the question I raise, 
I would like you to know that you did 
not answer my question. But that is 
OK as I knew that since the question 
was not seriously considered at any 
time before or after the movie, I did 
not expect and answer to be returned. 
I just felt it was important that this 
failure to address the affects of our 
daily systematric oppression was not 
acknowledged. 

Furthermore, where was the 
safety that would have allowed free 
discussion of the movie? Why was 
the movie not introduced in some 
sort of context that students could 



actively address it in a more personal 
and political fashion? Why did Peter 
Rymont take up so much speaking 
space when his standpoint, as an in- 
vestigative journalist, looks objec- 
tively at everything rather than sub- 
jectively. Additionally, his perspec- 
tive as a white male comes from a 
position of priviledge and not from 
the standpoint of those being repre- 
sented and deviants and evil in the 
film? I am assuming that I have to 
point out that the deviant people in 
the film are the women, the African- 
Canadians, the Jewish people and 
the lesbian and gays talked about in 
the film and not the members of the 
Heritage Front. 

white supremacists were given 
objective free reign to announced their 
dogma about hatred and power and 
this objective way of looking at rac- 
ism was carried into most of the dis- 
cussion. And why was the focus on a 
select group of people who are con- 
sidered a extremist fringe and not on 
the "common sense revolution" of 
the Neo-conservative movement in 
this province and country? Why did 
so few students speak up about their 
anger? while I do not want to speak 
for any other student except those I 
have since talked to, many were 
afraid, so once again they have had 
their voices silenced. More impor- 
tantly, it is very difficult to address a 
movie and critically criticize it when 
the producer is standing right there 
and was able to maintain control of 
how die questions would be answered 
and who actually was able to address 
them. 

Some after the fact sugges- 
tions would be to have had someone 
other than the producer facilitate the 
movie. People who are directly in- 
volved with that oppression in their 
lives could have been sought out as 
speakers. Caucuses could have been 
formed so people could have desen- 



sitized each other, and then come 
back to the main group with what 
Laurentian could do. The notion of 
power should have been introduced 
more clearly from the start so racism, 
heterosexual ism and anti-semitism is 
not seen as ignorance but power over. 
Safety measures should have been 
taken so voices would not be silenced. 

I wish it to be clearly under- 
stood, I am not saying what the com- 
mittee did or is doing wrong. Addi- 
tionally, I realize I can be constructed 
as complaining since I was not in- 
volved with any organization of this 
event. My reality is that I am in- 
volved everyday of my life. Every- 
day I am trying to understand my 
place and my movement as a member 
of the white race, and how I can use 
effective behavior to stop white 
supremacist oppression. But as a 
lesbian member of the feministwom- 
en*s movement, which I have been 
involved for years, I have discovered 
that when people want to do some- 
thing for someone else they rarely 
listen to what those "other people" 
have to say. After all, gay/lesbian 
bashing is a part of my life, and I am 
tired of explaining my oppression as 
a visible lesbian and how my visibil- 
ity affects my everyday life.

Canadians have become far 
too uptight lately in their futile at- 
tempt not to offend visible minorities 
or traditionally suppressed peoples.

University athletics more cautious 
in wake of Janes case

The impact of the Graham 
Janes sexual assault case is being felt 
in the athletic departments of Cana- 
dian universities, says the president 
of the Atlantic Universities Athletic 
Association. 

"I certainly think it*s raised 
the level of awareness and raised the 
level of concern that people have, 
which I think is good,'*Barb Mullaly 
said. 

"We tend to think that we're 
isolated and when something like this 
happens, quite often everyone likes 
to say *Well that's something that 
could happen over there but it couldn ' t 
happen in our yard.* I don't think 
that's a good attitude. People in all 
aspects of sport and life have to be 
pretty vigilant about this type of 
thing." 

Sexually abuse of athletes 
became a hot issue for sports admin- 
istrators across the country when 
former junior hockey coach Graham 
James was sentenced to prison for 
sexually assaulting young hockey 
players. 

According to Tom Allen, 
the president-elect of the Canadian 
Interuniversity Athletic Union 
(CIAU), a new atmosphere domi- 
nates university athletics. 

"From what you say to a 
student athlete to how you deal with 
a student athlete, I think (this inci- 
dent) has turned on die light in a lot of 
coaches. They must adapt, change, 
and think about how they deal with 
situations and make sure that it's a 
positive experience." 




Since there is no standard 
set by the CIAU for hiring coaches, 
the responsibility for detecting prob- 
lem individuals is left up to the insti- 
tution. 

Allen, also the director of 
athletics at Bishop*s University, says 
there isn't much more his school can 
do to filter out potentially aberrant 
coaching candidates during the hir- 
ing process. 

"We receive applications 
and we are very, very strict on check- 
ing references," he said. "I don ' t know 
if any thing would ever guarantee that 
you're going to catch everything. 
There isn't a hard and firm policy at 
Bishop's that would literally and un- 
equivocally catch every deviant be- 
haviour by any perspective appli- 
cant." 

But Allen says the CIAU is 
on the leading edge of Canadian ath- 
letics, as far as protecting athletes is 
concerned. As evidence he points to 
the CIAU's codes of conduct and 
zero tolerance policy, along with the 
sexual harassment policies and offic- 
ers of member institutions. 

Some athletic officials, 
however, say that change to guard 
against potential sex offenders being 
hired as coaches is required below 
the university level. 

"I'd say where it's going to 
have the biggest affect is at the grass 
roots level, which has a lot of volun- 
teers." said Walt McKee, president 
of the Great Plains Athletic Confer- 
ence. 

McKee said that school sys- 
tems are going to have to be more 
intense as they evaluate the back- 
grounds of their volunteer coaches. 
He also added that the days of taking 
any volunteer for the sake of being 
able to operate a program are over. 



The issue of coaches abus- 
ing the trust of their athletes strikes a 
personal note with Mckee, who 
coaches Manitoba's women's un- 
der- 15 soccer team. 

"I'd be extremely disap- 
pointed knowing that another adult in 
a position of power did those kinds of 
things. It just bothers me, because I 
know the importance that a coach has 
on the overall development of a stu- 
dent athlete. I would be extremely 
disappointed to know that they took 
advantage of that," he said. 

Allen said he does not feel 
university students face the same risks 
as younger members of the commu- 
nity. He feels that because they are 
older, more mature, have a higher 
level of education, and are more aware 
of their rights and privileges, they are 
not as easy targets. 

He said he also hopes uni- 
versity students would be more will- 
ing to report an instance of impropri- 
ety, which would help catch deviant 
individuals instead of letting them 
continue to abuse. 

But this hope is not without 
caution. 

"You hope that because you 
don't hear of any incidents, there 
aren't any. But I think that might be a 
tad naive," he said. 

But he does find himself 
able to put a positive spin on this 
negative situation. 

"In anything bad, there's 
something good. I guess these sce- 
narios that have come to light have 
made people stand up and make a gut 
check of their own practices- 1 think 
as a result of a very, very 
unfortunate incident, amateur sport 
in Canada is going to be helped in the 
long run."

Surprisingly, the SGA never 
fails to amaze me. Four years at Lau- 
rentian should have inured me to the 
machinations of the Student General 
Association, but to their credit they 
always come up with a different way 
to make me happy that I gave up my 
membership in my third year. 

The latest derangement came 
while I was reading the "newspaper*' 
The Northern Life, which proudly 
carried the second page headline '*Stu- 
dent leaders ask president to close 
university for protest." 

Undoubtedly, you heard that 
some in the community want to hold 
a "Celebration of Resistance" on 
March 21 and 22 to protest the poli- 
tics of the Harris government. The 
so-called celebration does bring up 
the question of ethics, but none so 
blatant as those raised by the actions 
of the SGA. 

In case you are unaware, the 
SGA has sent a letter to the university 
president Ross Paul asking him to 
close the university on Friday, March 
21 so students and staff can wave 
signs and chant slogans. According 
to the article, negotiations have even 
begun with the faculty and staff un- 
ions to "bring them on their side." 



While one could question 
whether the SGA has the mandate to 
represent all the students as "resis- 
tors" to the Harris agenda, since the 
SGA does take money from those 
students who do support that agenda, 
that still is not the main issue. What is 
at issue is whether our young radicals 
have the right to deprive others of 
education, ostensibly the main rea- 
son why people go to Laurentian. 

Does the SGA have the right 
to impose their agenda on all stu- 
dents? Students who wish to play 
hooky and march around the city for 
one cause or another to have the abil- 
ity to leave the school at any time 
they wish, and do not cause any harm 
to those who do not want to protest. 

The SGA shows the bank- 
ruptcy of its, and the "resistors", ide- 
ology by calling for the shutdown. 
The left, which is where I personally 
believe where the core beliefs of the 
SGA council resides, fundamentally 
believes that they have the right to 
impose on anyone they wish if they 
believe it will further their cause. 
Don't believe the Harris agenda? 
Make sure anyone suffers for it. Sim- 
ply presuppose that you have the right 
to infringe on the human rights of 
others to achieve whatever ends you 
want. 

Are "students firmly behind" 
this idea as the article states Tannys 
Laughren believes? I suppose she has 
as much evidence as I do what the 



student body believes. But her argu- 
ment resides in the fallacy of believ- 
ing if the majority believes some- 
thing, then all do. Even if the major- 
ity of students want a long hoi iday for 
the celebration, they do not have the 
right to infringe on the students who 
want to be educated. 

And the faculty? The faculty 
are public servants who have a moral 
obligation to show up for work and 
do what they are paid for, which is to 
provide education, not air their po- 
litical views out of context. I suspect 
though, that a certain man who ap- 
parently has some history of activism 
himself will allow the faculty and 
staff to "call in sick" that day, effec- 
tively giving in. 

The SGA has no right to force 
their political views on the campus 
community as a whole. Their call for 
a shutdown shows the moral 
bancruptcy of a council who has the 
ability to issue political pronounce- 
ments, but for years have timidly 
ignored truly pressing problems at 
Laurentian, such as professors who 
have no right to be teaching or ad- 
dressing the rampant apathy, created 
in part by that very council. 

The SGA should give up on 
its plan to infringe on people's rights. 
Students who want to protest are cer- 
tainly free to. Staff and faculty who 
don't show up should face appropri- 
ate sanctions. Laurentian 's role, as a 
publicly owned institution, is to do

tions and suggestions received by 
staff members of the Desmarais Li- 
brary either personally or on the 
"Compliments / Questions / Sugges- 
tions" form that may be filled out 
near the exit of the library. 

Question: I would like to know why 
the student body is not automatically 
registered to use the library services 
when the register for the school year. 
It seems an immense waste of time 
and paper to register separately the 
first time a book is s^igned ppt that 
year.. The University of Toronto 
changed their system about 6-7 years 
ago so that a student who is properly 
registered for the year is automati- 
cally registered for tlie library. 

Reply: You are absolutely right. This 
University has not yet been able to 
create a workable handshake between 
the registrar's files and the library's. 
That said, Laurentian (in concert with 
Lakehead and Trent Universities) has 
apparently has just purchased a new 
Student Information System, due to 
be rolled out next fall, that will re- 
solve the very problem you have iden- 
tified. ' 

In preparation for that move, 
you may have noticed that this year 
your student card number now serves 
as the basis of your patron number in 
the library;the student card may also 
be used as a photocopy card. If you 
are still shelling out a loonie for the 
old blue and white photocopy card, 
you need do this no more since an 
amount for photocopying can be 
added to your student card. 

Question: As a faculty member, I'm 



privileged to take out library books 
for four months and in the past year, 
the library has been kind enough to 
send me memos about books that are 
almost due. This is much appreciated 
because ofmy busy schedule. Could 
we please continue the practice? 

Reply: No, not to put the matter to 
ungraciously. The reason for this 
change in library practice is twofold. 
First, as you may have noticed, li- 
brary staff numbers were reduced 
last year in budget cuts, and overdue 
notices was one service that had to 
go. Second, you, like everyone else, 
can check when your books are due 
using the loans module. On the VAX, 
at the $ prompt, just type loans, and 
once you select the Desmarais Li- 
brary, you will be automatically con- 
nected to a menu that allows you not 
only to check what you have out, but 
also to renew your books (once) as 
well as to place holds. In your case, 
you may do this from the comfort of 
you office. If you need specific in- 
struction on what to do, pick up the 
library's brochure "Do It Yourself 
(althoughacopy of this brochure was 
mailed to every faculty member last 
fall and it might be in the file you 
hopefully have set up under LI- 
BRARY) 

Question: I was wondering why 
many of the books in the nursing 
section are in excess of 3 or 4 copies. 
In many other disciplines, we only 
get one copy of each book, so the 
prof, must put it on reserve so every- 
one has a fair chance. 

Reply: Shrewd observation. The li- 
brary's general policy is to purchase 



one copy of each title, not several. In 
the case of nursing, the program has 
been offered simultaneously at sev- 
eral sites off campus and in those 
instances, the library purchased more 
than one copy of a title. 

Question: I find that the university 
calendars for Canadian universities, 
especially graduate calendars, are 
missing in the library; and many of 
the ones still here are outdated. I 
think it would be beneficial to stu- 
dents to access Ontario university 
calendars for graduate study. 

Reply: Some universities have 
stopped sending us calendars because 
of the cost; other because they have 
made them available on the WWW. 
In still other instances, the calendars 
we have, have been removed from 
the library. For the moment, the 
Counseling and Resource Centre 
(L210) has a more complete collec- 
tion than the library's, and you are 
always welcome to consult it. For 
more information, please contact Dr.

Well, it seems to be the new 
fad in the book stores over the past 
year.
